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Junior heritage gua^dians^^ 
listed status for village memorial 


JUNIOR citizens have won the 
battle to get listed status for a 
landmark war memorial. 

Pupils from Charlton Manor Primary 
School won a Grade II listing for the 
village war memorial as part of a 
nationwide campaign to get protection 
for 2,500 memorials. 

The school is the first in London 
to successfully apply for a listing by 
Historic England, which pledged to 
protect hundreds of memorials by 2018 
to mark the centenary of the First World 
War. 

The Charlton village landmark was 
erected in 1920 to commemorate the 
230 men from Charlton who died in the 
war, including three brothers from the 
Tumber family. More names were later 
added to remember those who died 
during World War II. 

Year 5 pupils worked with Helen 
Spencer, local heritage education 


manager from Historic England, to 
write an application so the memorial 
could be considered for listing. 

The children visited the memorial, 
took photographs and made detailed 
notes on its setting and design. They 
researched its history using newspaper 
reports provided by the Royal Greenwich 
Heritage Trust. 

They also investigated the stories 
behind the 230 names inscribed on it, 
including the three Tumber brothers 
who died in 1917. 

Taylor McGlone of year 5 said: “The 
soldiers must be remembered as they 
gave their lives for us so that we could 
live a good life.” 

The school held a special assembly last 
Tuesday (March 15) before year 5 pupils 
walked to the memorial to lay a wreath 
with councillors and representatives 
from Historic England.

As part of the new 
shopping centre development, new signal 
pedestrian crossings have been provided 
at Bugsby's Way and Gallions Road and 



the location of new south bound and 
north bound bus stops ensure a safe route 
for pedestrians. We appreciate that the 
distance between the southbound bus stop 
and the store is some 200m, however the 
current location is the closest practicable 
safe location. The walking distance is within 
TfL's guidelines for walking distances to bus 
stops although we appreciate that this may 
be inconvenient for some people."

New poster campaign alert

Sub-letting fraudster 
caught by coundl team 


A HOUSING association tenant who 
illegally sub-let his Thamesmead flat 
while living in his own home has 
been ordered to complete 180 hours 
community service. 

The Ealing housing officer, formerly of 
Keynes Court, Thamesmead, was found 
guilty at Woolwich Crown Court of an 
offence under the Fraud Act 2006 and was 
given a 12-month community punishment 
order to complete the unpaid work. 

He was also ordered to pay Greenwich 
Council’s costs of £4,272 and a £60 victim 
surcharge. 

The court heard how he was granted 
tenancy of a two-bedroom flat at Keynes 
Court in 2009, by Gallions Housing 
Association, where he said he would be 
living with his wife and child. 

In 2014, Greenwich Council and the 
housing association began working 
together in a crackdown on tenants who 
sub-let. 

They discovered that the man had 
bought a house in Purfleet, Essex, in 2004 
where Thurrock Council confirmed he 
was living with his wife. 

When interviewed by royal borough 


officers, he denied that he had been sub- 
letting but accepted that he was not using 
Keynes Court as his principle home. 

The housing officer was summonsed 
by the council to appear at Bexley 
Magistrates Court in September 2014 
when he pleaded not guilty to the fraud 
charge. 

He elected for trial at crown court where 
the jury returned a unanimous guilty 
verdict last month. 

The case is the first prosecution arising 
from work undertaken by the council with 
local registered social landlords (RSLs) to 
tackle social housing fraud. 

The investigations with Gabions 
Housing Association, which is now part 
of Peabody housing association, have 


resulted in the recovery of 23 properties. 

Nicci Talbot-Morris, head of 
neighbourhoods at Peabody housing 
association said: “Peabody is committed 
to ensuring that people do not use our 
homes to profit from the shortage of 
affordable housing in London. 

“We are delighted to have worked in 
partnership with Royal Greenwich to 
recover this property which can now 
be offered to people who are in genuine 
housing need.”

Warm welcome for heat

AN exciting project to deliver low- 
cost and low-carbon heat to local 
businesses and council homes in 
East Greenwich has come a step 
nearer.

Nepalese women build a summer house 



A group of 30 Nepalese women 
are building their own ‘shed at the 
bottom of the garden’ where they 
can escape to meet friends. 

They’re erecting a wooden summer 
house which will be decorated in 
traditional Nepalese style, on their 
allotment in Middle Park Avenue, 
Eltham, and will be fitted with a stove so 
they can socialise and cook together. 

The group recently organised a 
blessing day on site last with prayers led 
by the Plumstead Hindu Temple. The 
gardening project is called ‘Together 
We Grow’, and the group hopes to sell 
produce and other articles they make 

Community leader Sonia Thapa, who 
led the local appeal after last year’s 
devastating earthquake in Nepal, said: 
“We are funding it from a £20,000 grant 
from the Ministry of Defence’s Covenant 
Fund, which came as a big shock to 
us. 

“The group is made up of women 
and children, and dedicated to Gurkha 
war widows. This project aims to help 
prevent them feeling isolated. The 
council kindly let us have the allotment 
land. It was overgrown, and local people 
are working with an ex-army landscaper 
to tidy it. The women are doing some 
of the building work themselves, such 



as painting the summer house to look 
like a Nepalese building, and making a 
raised bed for growing. Everyone is so 
excited. They decided to get their hands 
and their boots dirty to create a better 
community for their children to grow in.

TWO recovering drug addicts are 
offering support to other people 
struggling with addiction through 
their film making social enterprise. 

Christine Lutzu and Mark Brown 
started SElectl8 - a nod to their local 
post-code - a year ago and are excited by 
the progress they have already made. 

As well as making short films for 
the 1000 Londoners project, a digital 
portrait of the capital, they have made 


promotional films for organisations and 
businesses, and mini-features on local 
people, many of them also recovering 
addicts. 

“When we look back at some of the 
things we did when we first started out, 
it looks pretty amateurish compared 
to what we do now,” said 51-year-old 
Christine. 

One of their latest films is about the 
kidnapping - and, luckily, retrieval - 
of Christine’s much-loved dog Archie. 
It is part of the 1000 Londoners project 
but was also included in a film night at 


Hackney Picturehouse. 

“It was shown with seven other canine- 
themed short films at the event called 
City of Dogs and it was sold out, they 
had to turn people away from the 
box office,” Christine told Greenwich 
Time. 

“It was a great night. If someone had 
told me a year ago that people would be 
watching my film in a place like that and 
telling me how much they enjoyed my 
film and how good they thought it was, I 
would never have believed them.” 
Christine said she turned to film as 


part of her recovery from 37 years on 
drugs: “I like people anyway but I think 
film is a great way of being able to tell 
someone’s story. 

“For me it was initially something 
to do as I’d stopped drugs and needed 
something to fill the void.” 

She was helped along the way by 
CRI Aspire Greenwich, a treatment 
programme for people affected by 
substance misuse where she now 
volunteers. 

It was while in treatment there that 
she met fellow SElectl8 founder Mark

ELTHAM’S golden girl gymnast Ellis 
O’Reilly is off to Rio next month for 
the final qualifier for the summer 
Olympic Games. 


Ellis, 18, is representing Ireland, and is 
the first Irish woman to get to the final 
stage, after competing at this month’s 
2016 World Gymnastics Championships 
in Glasgow. The Greenwich Starting 
Blocks athlete secured an all around 
score of 50.499 during the second day of 
qualification at the SSE Hydro alongside 
team mates Nicole Mawhinney and Tara 
Donnelly. 
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
